DECISION REFUSING TO 
ACCORD STATUS 
UNDER 37 CFR 1.47(a)

This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1 .47(a), filed August 6, 2004. 

On October 8, 2004, inventor David J. Salant, filed a power of attorney and requested a change in 
the correspondence address. Since the paper was not filed by all the inventors or a Rule 47 
applicant, the paper should not have been entered but instead simply placed in the file. The 
Office incorrectly mailed a letter to petitioner stating that the power of attorney to attorneys 
associated with customer number 24395 had been revoked and that the address of record had 
been changed. The record has been corrected and all future correspondence will be mailed to the 
address above. Although a copy of this decision is being sent to the address provided by David 
Salant, all future correspondence will be sent only to the address of record. 

The petition is DISMISSED. 

Any request for reconsideration of this decision must be submitted within TWO (2) MONTHS 
from the mail date of this decision. Extensions of time under 37 CFR 1.136(a) are permitted. 
Any response should be entitled "Request for Reconsideration of Petition Under 37 CFR 1.47(a)" 
and may include an oath or declaration executed by the inventor. Failure to respond will result 
in abandonment of the application. 

A grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) requires 

(1) proof that the non-signing inventor cannot be found or reached after 

diligent effort or that the inventor refuses to sign after having been presented with 
the application papers (specification, claims, and drawings), 

(2) a proper oath or Declaration executed by the available joint inventor(s), 

(3) the fee of $ 1 30 as specified in 37 CFR §1.1 7(h), and 

(4) the last known address of the omitted inventor(s). 

In addition to the above requirements, the signing inventors must sign the declaration on behalf 
of the non-signing inventor. See MPEP 409.03(a). 

The instant petition fails to satisfy (2) and (4). The post office address should be an address 
where the inventor regularly receives his mail and is almost always a home address or post office 
address. The record fails to indicate that the inventor receives his mail at the address listed on 
the declaration. A new oath/declaration OR an application data sheet should be provided 
correcting the address.
